“Once in a while, a lone female 
drops out and is replaced with a 
male, and you have a team of 
four men. But after gentle 
fussing, the situation is usually 
corrected,” Gildersleeve said. 

Cec Barton, production 
coordinator for UNO television, 
sees the league as a great way to 
meet other faculty and staff. 
“Sometimes.we don’t always 
get out and get to know what’s 
happening on campus. The 
bowling is fun, and at the same’ 
time people mention projects 
they are working on.” 

For Deb Wilcox, accoun- 
tant, it wouldn’t feel right not to 
bowl.

UNO Health Services has 
more to offer than meets the 
eye. 

“From the outside we don’t 
look like we’re much, because 
our door is so small,” said Jeff 
Kuhr, interim supervisor of 
UNO Health Services. 

But behind the atrium, 
awaits a spacious office 
equipped with several patient 
rooms, nurses and a physician or 
nurse practitioner on staff, as 
well as a laboratory to meet the 
needs of students. All of this is 
hidden on the first floor of the 
Milo Bail Student Center to the 
left of the Information Desk. _ 

“[, would say we’d be lucky 
if even 10 to 15 percent of 
students are aware of the ser- 
vices we offer,” Kuhr said. Any 
currently enrolled student who 
has paid the University Program 
and Facilities Fee (UPFF) is 
eligible. 

Students can actually make 
an appointment or walk-in 
between classes to see a physi- 
cian. Physicians hours are 
available, they vary each week 
and are posted next to the front 
door. a 
“We are similar to an 
urgent care center,” Kuhr said. 
The doctors generally handle 
minor things, because certain 
pieces of equipment, laboratory 
tests, and an x-ray machine are 
not available. “But in those 
cases we know where to refer 
people.” 

Some of the treatments 
offered include: 

* blood pressure checks 

° wart and mole removal 

* emergency care 

* pap exams(routine) 

¢ limited vision screening 

first aid

Invents AIDS: Treatment

‘An Towa State srofessce's s- 
discovery of a treatment to help 
AIDS patients gain muscle mass. 
-was unveiled recently to 12,000 
scientists and activists at the 
World AIDS Conference in 
Geneva. _ 

Steven Nissen, professor of. 
animal science and founder of 
MTI BioTech Inc., located in - 
Iowa State University’s Re- - 
search Park, invented Juven, a 
dietary supplement designed to 
slow muscle deterioration. 

Muscle loss occurs when 
disease or trauma places addi- 
tional nutritional dernands’on 
the body. These stresses can 
diminish appetite, causing the _ 
body to use protein stored . 
within muscles. Over time, 
muscles become smaller, weaker 
and less flexible. 

“In a few months, an AIDS 
victim can go from looking 
normal to wasting away,” 
Nissen said. “We breathe 
through muscles, and if you 
can’t cough you get preemie 
nia.” 

_ «The results of the two-year 
nd involving the nonprescrip- 
tion amino acid formula show 
dramatic results for AIDS 
patients that could have a far- 
reaching impact over the next 
few years. 

The clinical study involved 
- AIDS patients who had lost at 
least 5 percent of their body 
weight during the preceding two 
_ months and compared patients 
_ taking Juven to those taking a 

placebo in a double-blind test. 

During the eight-week 
study, patients taking Juven 
gained an average of 6 1/2 
pounds, 5 1/2 pounds of it 
muscle, while the placebo group 
continued to lose an average of 
1 1/2 pounds of muscle over the 
eight-week period. 

“We designed the product 
to protect these patients from 
further loss, so we assumed that 
as our body of data grew, the . 
results would level out. Instead 
they just got stronger,” Nissen 
said. = 

Nissen said they performed 
. the study on AIDS patients 
because the changes are larger 


e in ADS patients, 


“There are a hundred _ 


~ancers and only one AIDS,” he: 
said. “[AIDS] is more homog- 
enous than the specific types of . 


cancer. 
“Over the next two years 


. we plan to take this further to 
cancer victims and others

eases,” Nissen said. 
The key ingredient in 


‘Juven is HMB (beta-hydroxy-

Nissen discovered after years of 
research at ISU. HMB quickly 
became one of the best selling 
sports supplements on the 
market because it helps prevent 
muscle breakdown, Nissen said.

traveling or the airline food or 
the limo drivers who don’t show 
up.”

Jackson shakes his head 
when he hears announcers like 
Roy Firestone impersonate his 
Southern accent. “I don’t know 


what that serves,” Jackson says. 


“And the expression, Whoa 
Nellie! is not really mine. I 


don’t even remember the first ~ 


time I used it. It actually came 
from an old fellow in Los 
Angeles named Dick Lane, who 
used it all-the time back in the - 
1950s when he was doing roller 
‘derby for several television 
stations.” 
Jackson doesn’t want to be 
remembered for any particular: 
expression. But he takes im- 
mense pride in his ability to 
express himself with analogies 


and historical references - a 
talent rare among contemporary 
sportscasters. 

Jackson began his career as 
a news anchor in Seattle, where 
he honed his writing skills. He 
joined ABC as a news corre-. 
spondent in 1964, became the’ 
play-by-play announcer for the 
first year of Monday Night 
Football (1970), then moved 
permanently to ABC’s college- 
football package in 1971 while ~ 
juggling NBA games and other - 
assignments. : 

. “Ifyou are going to have 

success in the business, you 


‘have to never be afraid to turn a . 


phrase,” Jackson says. “If you 
can say something that people 
will understand and enjoy, then 
do it. Don’t say it just to be cute. 
And don’t confuse your listener, 


‘the past 11 years on college 


Sometimes, clarity comes easily 
if you use different phrases. 


' That’s the only mechanical thing 
I’ve done to be a little differ- 


ent.” :
